
New hotel could give local economy boost 

60 room Travelodge to open on site of the old Mountjoy School? 


JOBS could be created and tourisnn opportunities 
boosted after a national hotel company confirmed 
it was looking to move into Bridport 

Budget hotel chain Travelodge is keen to find a site 
in the town, but said they had not agreed a deal at 
any particular location yet. 

Reports have stated Travelodge plan to create a 60- 
room budget hotel on the site of the old Mountjoy 
School, however owners Dorset County Council said

they had no plans to sell at present and it would be 
at least 18 months before the school moved. 

When the View From Bridport contacted the town's 
mayor. Councillor Geoff Ackerman, he said he was 
unaware of the plans but hoped they would benefit 
Bridport's residents. 

Councillor Ackerman, who sits on the Planning 
Committee said: "It's hard to tell if it will benefit the 
town, I should think it would if it brought in jobs. 
That would be a pretty good thing, especially if it 
took up local labour." 

Asked if he thought town councillors would wel¬ 
come the news, the mayor added: "I think the coun¬ 
cil will embrace the fact it's coming if it's in the town, 
but if it is it will have to come up before West Dorset 
District Council and they will have the final say on it. 

"If it's going to benefit us then fair dues, as long as 
it doesn't put someone else out of business, but at 
the moment it could be pure speculation." 

Reacting to initial reports, Mike Harvey, president 
of Bridport Chamber of Trade and Commerce, said 
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he believed there was a greater need for car-parking 
facilities. 

He said: "What else could we do with that space is 
my initial reaction. Here we are struggling for park¬ 
ing; we've got a lovely town and we need to give it 
a bit of leg up. There's plenty of B and Bs that are not 
overflowing. I'm not sure we need lots and lots of ac¬ 
commodation. 

"I'm thinking what the alternative might be. These 
Travelodges tend to be for people who want to stop 
one or two nights when going to see a show in Lon¬ 
don for example. People tend to crash in and crash 
out of those places. 

"What the town needs is a 'Park and Walk'. I cannot 
see why the town needs a budget hotel. It's the sort 
of thing I cannot see a particular need for, but I can 
see a need for other things. 

"If it's a hotel with a decent sized car-park then fine, 
but what we do need is extra parking. That's my ini¬ 
tial reaction but I haven't talked to anyone or even 
heard about it." 

Travelodge, currently owned by Dubai Interna¬ 
tional Capital, was the first budget hotel brand to 
launch in the UK in 1985 and now operates 380 ho¬ 
tels in Ireland, Spain and the UK. 

Travelodge is growing rapidly with plans for 
around 1,000 hotels by 2020 and aims to be the 
biggest hotel operator in London by the 2012 



Olympics. The chain employs 5,500 staff and wel¬ 
comed six and a half million people to stay in its ho¬ 
tels last year. 

Dorset County Council cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren's services Toni Coombs said their priority re¬ 
mained in building the new school in Beaminster 
and giving Mountjoy pupils the brand new facilities 
they desperately needed and deserved, rather than 
selling the site 

He added: "We are assessing the use of the site, but 
this needs to be done in relation to our provision of 
services for older people in the area."

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A PIONEERING skills 
training project in Brid¬ 
port has secured the sin¬ 
gle biggest Local Action 
grant in the South West 
worth almost a quarter 
of a million. 

The grant of £220,000 
has been awarded to 
BLAST (Bridport Local 
Area Skills Training) by 
the European Rural De¬ 
velopment Fund. 

The award will see the 
establishment of train¬ 
ing in sustainable tech¬ 
nologies in Bridport and 
the surrounding areas. 

BLAST was initiated 
and led by Dorset 
County Councillor Ros 


Kayes, she said: "Brid¬ 
port has become 
renowned as a town 
which specialises in 
local food production. 

"Many people have 
moved here in order to 
live more sustainably. 

"The town has many 
allotments, a zero waste 
group, a renewable en¬ 
ergy group and a suc¬ 
cessful farmers market. 

"We wanted to see if 
we could add some of 
these things together to 
help transform the local 
economy. 

"The project is de¬ 
signed both to support 
members of the com¬ 


munity who want to live 
more sustainably, and to 
train up our young peo¬ 
ple to be entrepreneurs 
in areas like eco tourism, 
renewable energy, sus¬ 
tainable construction 
and organic farming, 
which have been identi¬ 
fied as growth indus¬ 
tries of the future. 

"I firmly believe that 
this is a model that can 
be rolled out across 
Dorset as a whole" 

The BLAST project is a 
unique public/private 
partnership which pools 
the resources of training 
providers across West 
Dorset, South Somerset 


and East Devon. 

This latest project will 
combine the expertise 
of local further educa¬ 
tion colleges Kingston 
Maurward and Yeovil, to¬ 
gether with private 
training providers Wind¬ 
mill Training, Monkton 
Wyld and Trill Farm. 

It will offer a mixture of 
short courses for com¬ 
munity learning and 
longer academic diplo¬ 
mas training for 16 to 25- 
year-olds in areas like 
generating energy from 
waste, anaerobic diges¬ 
tion, wind & solar power 
technologies, wood fuel 
technology, developing 
supply chains for solid 
fuel, and water heating 
systems. 

Other courses will in¬ 
clude setting up a small 
holding, permaculture, 
organic growing, creat¬

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BLIZZARD conditions brought 
chaos to Dorset and caused nearly 
100 road accidents. 

Dozens of schools closed and 
Dorset County Council mobilized 
its fleet of salting vehicles to tackle 
its 680 miles of key roads. 

Weymouth was virtually cut off 
as drivers faced nightmare jour¬ 
neys over Ridgeway and there was 
heavy snow from Lyme Regis to 
Dorchester yet Swanage was virtu¬ 
ally untouched. 

Dorset Police described condi¬ 
tions as “absolutely treacherous” 
and said one of the worst affected 
areas was Weymouth. 

A spokesman said: “Sheet ice 
was a real problem for drivers and 
there were accidents everywhere. 

“One in Weymouth closed Radi- 
pole Lane for a while when a num¬ 
ber of cars collided with each 
other. 

“We have had more than 80 acci¬ 
dents reported to us and more are 
coming in.” 

Some roads in Weymouth and 
Portland were impassable, particu- 
lary those with any form of steep 
slope, while drivers unable to cope 
with the icy hell were reported to 
have slid off roads in the Southill 
area on to verges or even into gar¬ 
dens. 

Radipole Park Drive was also 


blocked for a time because of a car 
accident. 

Motorists took up to two and a 
half hours to get from Dorchester 
Football Club to Ridgeway while 
one motorist said it had taken 80 
minutes to get from Dorchester 
Road near the Old Ship Inn barely 
300 yards up to the Ridgeway hair¬ 
pin. 


Conditions were so bad that Port¬ 
land Coastguard had to send some 
staff home early while others faced 
extended duty because their relief 
was stuck in huge traffic jams 
caused by the conditions. 

Bus services were disrupted with 
many people forced to walk home 
but rail services coped well and 
there were only slight delays. 


Police crackdown leads to 44 arrests 

DRINK drivers in Dorset could be facing Christmas behind bars - 
that's the warning from police following the first fortnight of their 
festive crackdown. 

The warning comes with the news that 44 people have already 
been arrested across the county due to the force's annual Christmas 
drink and drug driving campaign. 

There have been increased traffic patrols, as well as roadside checks 
since the campaign started on December 1st - and these will con¬ 
tinue until its conclusion on New Year's Day. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols, Head of Dorset Police's Traffic Unit, 
said:"The next two weeks will see Christmas party season in full flow 
with lots of people out celebrating and enjoying themselves. 

"We are carrying out additional patrols throughout the Christmas 
period and - as the 44 people we've already arrested would know - 
if you do drive while under the influence of alcohol or drugs you will 
be caught by Dorset Police officers and will spend time behind bars. 

The legal consequences of being caught drink driving are exten¬ 
sive. They include a minimum 12-month driving ban, a criminal 
record, up to six months in prison and a fine of up to £5,000.

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Controversial pub fails to sell 

Outrage after brewery slaps on £165K reserve 


THE Save the Old Swan (SOS) group in 
Toller Porcorum described the public auc¬ 
tion of the village’s former pub a “fix” 
after Palmers Brewery failed to find a 
buyer. 

Members of the SOS group were out¬ 
raged by the £165,000 reserve price that 
was put on the building, which they say 
prevented potential buyers from express¬ 
ing an interest. 

Palmers Brewery announced the reserve 
price at the beginning of the auction, 
which was actually £10,000 less than the 
guide price, which had previously been set 
following consultation with three inde¬ 
pendent valuers. 

No bids were made to match the reserve 
price, and the only bid of the day of 
£25,000 was rejected for being too low. 

Palmers property agent and a director of 
Chesterton Humberts, Nigel Jones, led the 
auction. 

He defended the decision to announce 
the reserve price before the auction as a 
gesture of openness, but members of the 
SOS group fear that this was a ploy to help 
the brewery in any future bids for change 
of use of the building. 

Mr Jones said: “Every property that 
comes to auction has a reserve price. That 
price is set before the auction begins and 
the auctioneer is not able to accept bids 
under the reserve. 


“In the spirit of openness, I announced 
the reserve price of £165,000 before the 
bids opened. This was to give any bidders 
a fair chance to buy the property at the 
lowest price the vendor would accept. 

“Palmers wanted to sell The Old Swan if 
possible. On the day there were no bids 
that I could accept and Palmers will now 
take time to consider the next steps. 

“They are still open to offers that meet 
the auction reserve price.” 

Members of the SOS group said that 
their unofficial valuation of the property 
was in the region of £30,000 to £50,000, 
taking into consideration an estimated 
£300,000 to re-develop the property ready 
for use. 

SOS member Jeremy Stavenhagen said: 
“Essentially what they were saying was a 
building which hasn’t traded for 12 years, 
a building which has been left to rot for 12 
years, is worth somehow in the region of 
£500,000, which is a total and absolute 
nonsense.” 

Eellow group member Ken Mayers said 
that the result of the auction had not been 
a surprise. He added: “They put it in at a 
price which most people think is far in¬ 
flated therefore no-one would put in a bid. 
We suspect that he is going to go back to 
Palmers or WDDC and say no-one bid, it’s 
not going to sell and they are going to 
apply for change of use to something else. 


“That’s the way they’ve gone all the way, 
it’s just a setup the way that they’ve done 
it today.” 

The group argued that there were people 
willing to bid on the day who had been put 
off by the reserve price and that all bids 
should have been accepted in order to de¬ 
termine a true representation of the build¬ 
ing’s worth. 

The outcome of the auction also frus¬ 
trated the Toller Porcorum Parish Council 
who had previously expressed their sup¬ 
port for the SOS group. 

Chairman of the council, David Ennals, 
said: “We are very disappointed by the 
outcome of today’s auction and especially 
at the high reserve price of £165,000 
which Palmers chose to place on the prop¬ 
erty.” 

The SOS group are now looking to the 
West Dorset District Council who they 
hope will step in to purchase the building. 

SOS group member Beryl Mayers said: 
“At the present time Palmers might have 
the legal right to that property but I think 
that we’ve got the moral right. 

“WDDC have been elected by the peo¬ 
ple of West Dorset to use their powers on 
our behalf. 

“They constantly say that they wish to 
work to protect rural communities, this is 
their opportunity to do so. That today as 
far as I’m concerned was disingenuous, let 


them now take this forward they need to 
recognise what happened here today and 
they need to use their legal power to take 
this matter forward. We can only do so 
much, but we won’t give in.” 

John Grantham, Leader of the Commu¬ 
nity Alert on Pubs and Hotels and their 
closures, added: “WDDC has the power to 


compulsory purchase under the 2004 com¬ 
pulsory purchase act. 

In a virtually identical situation at Great 
Massingham, West Norfolk Borough 
Council used the force of the compulsory 
purchase act to force a sale, their pub has 
re-opened and is thriving. WDDC can do 
the same, we now expect them to.”

1 I hMUKSWp Robert Plant 

Following on from the acclaimed Led Zep reunion and collaboration with Alison 
Krauss in 2007, Plant decided to go his own way again in 2010. He returned with 
an album that invoked the name of the psychedelic blues band he fronted be¬ 
fore Zeppelin, full of bounding energy and bursting with unexpected eclecti¬ 
cism, The opening gambit is the terrific reworking of Los Lobos' 50s stomper, 
'Angel Dance.' Other highlights include his take on 60s dance floor filler, 'You 
Can't Buy My Love,'and the foreboding 30s gospel number,'Satan, Your Kingdom 
Must Come Down.'His new band, complete with Patty Griffin's beautifully wistful 
vocals and Buddy Miller's country-tinged guitar, stamp their mark on the album's 
sound - my highlight of the year. 

2 I Neil Young 

It takes a brave man to put out an album these days that features little more 
than a voice and an electric guitar, albeit one cranked to the max. And although 
two of the album's tracks ('Love And War' and 'Peaceful Valley Boulevard') are 
plaintive, acoustic numbers - that do break up the sonic barrage - the majority 
of the record is a full-on, ear bashing assault. Never less than both gripping and 
honest, it's proof Young is still an artist to be reckoned with, 

3 I Ellie Goulding 

A generation or so ago someone like Ellie Goulding would have recorded a more 
traditional sounding debut album. She ticks all the right boxes as a singer-song¬ 
writer, but takes things to the next level by fusing these talents with a rather 
more modern sound - folktronica, if you will. Genuinely great songs that may be 
all glossy and pop on the outside but aren't at all superficial. They have heart 
and soul; strip them down, remove the blips and bleeps - they sound just as 
good with nothing but guitar and voice.

On first listen, you'd be forgiven if you thought that this record is a long lost 
psychedelic classic, recorded on the West Coast in the late Sixties. You'd be right 
on one count - the bit about the West Coast - but this record doesn't come from 
the sunny shores of California, but Perth, Western Australia, Now Perth may be 
one of the most isolated cities on the planet, but surely it's heard some new 
sounds over the 40-odd years since Cream and Hendrix ruled the airwaves? Still, 
if it leads to records like this - who cares? 


Rumer 

Singer-songwriter Sarah Joyce has been trying to get noticed for some years, in 
many different musical genres. But at last she's found her true voice - and what 
a voice - under the guise of Rumer, Reminiscent of the pure, soft tones of Karen 
Carpenter - surely a marker for any female vocalist of this ilk - Rumer's vocals 
take her already effective, delicate songs to another level. 

61 in J JJ!l=j Marling 

Laura Marling has been a darling of the so called "nu-folk" scene for what feel 
likes an eternity. Her music is often painted with the miserablism brush but this 
record does offer the odd moments of optimism. However, few would disagree 
that Marling is at her most compelling when writing from a dark place. Songs 
like 'Hope In The Air' can't fail to get under one's skin or make you wonder how 
someone so young (Marling isn't yet 21) can write songs so mature and elo¬ 
quent. 

7 I Manic Street Preachers 

One last shot at mass communication. That's how the Manics summed up their 
manifesto for this, their tenth album. In the Britpop crazed mid to late Nineties, 
the Manics were more than mainstream, but their recent albums have seen a re¬ 
turn to a more edgier sound. They never lost their intellectual fire or the need 
to treat their music as a cause; making the sort of album they wanted to and not 
what some record label exec wanted was always going to be policy number one. 
So, what have Manics circa 2010 some up with? How about an album with the 
integrity of anything they're ever recorded but also the lush strings, harmonies 
and melodies of their most accessible work. And as for "mass communication," 
I guess touting the album on Strictly Come Dancing means they've achieved 

8 I WySBfBBffifBBgTfc Paul Weller 


After 2008's undoubted attempt at creating his own 'White Album', it was any¬ 
one's guess in which direction the Modfather would head next. Turned out, next 
on the agenda was a dose of angst-driven 21 st century punk that sounds as 
angry as anything he ranted with The Jam 30-odd years ago. And if it's hardly a 
surprise that Mr Weller isn't too content with modern life, the fact he's allowed 
the more avant-garde elements of this album's predecessor to slip through is. 
What on first listen may sound a more conventional Weller record has enough 
moments to prove he is still innovator and never one to rest on his laurels. 

9 \llhVm\Ui Hurts 

Synth pop duos may sound a little too 1981, but Hurts don't care if their look - 
and sound - scares off the too cool for school indie kid types. They have the 
tunes. And that's all that matters. They embrace the whole pop ethos to a mas¬ 
sive degree.They have huge ambition and even persuaded Kylie to sing on this, 
their debut offering. Rise above the obvious insults - wet look hair and a song 
that gushes about Verona in much the same way Ultravox did about Vienna - 
and soak up these widescreen, unashamedly pop, pop songs. 

10 I Bryan Ferry 

It's been a while since Roxy Music made an album (1982 to be precise) and it 
seems Bryan Ferry still doesn't quite have the nerve to slap that name on the 
front of a new record, Olympia so easily could have been that LP. Roxy have been 
touring again for the last ten years and this new release does features two mem¬ 
bers of the line-up. But instead of a tight group effort it boasts a string of big 
name guest stars - including Pink Floyd's David Gilmour, Jonny Greenwood of 
Radiohead, Red Hot Chili Peppers' Flea, and even old Roxy bandmate, Brian Eno 
- and makes this list for maybe nothing more than not imploding under the 
weight of expectation. Perhaps a little too much effort from Ferry to sound, well, 
effortless here. But there are some classic moments and, something tells me, 
this is the closest we'll ever get to that new Roxy album.

0 DURING the Christmas/Hanukkah season, more 
than 1.76 billion candy canes will be made, 
fc, ^ ELECTRIC Christmas tree lights were first 
used in 1895.The idea for using electric Christ¬ 
mas lights came from an American, Ralph E. 
Morris. The new lights proved safer than the 
traditional candles. 

0 ENGLAND has only known seven white 
Christmases in the entire 20th century. 
According to the records of the Mete¬ 
orological Office in London, snow fell 
on Christmas Day only in 1938 and 
1976. (The definition of a white 
Christmas in England is when one 
snowflake falls on the roof of the 
London Weather Centre.)

Letters addressed to 'TOYLAND' or 'SNOWLAND' go 
to Edinburgh, but letters addressed to 'THE NORTH POLE' 
have to be sent there because there really is such a place! 
0 FORMERLY called Kiritimati, Christmas Island in the In¬ 
dian Ocean is 52 square miles. 

0 FRANKINCENSE is a sweet smelling gum resin derived 
from certain Boswellia trees which, at the time of Christ, 
grew in Arabia, India, and Ethiopia. Tradition says that it 
was presented to the Christ Child by Balthasar, the black 
king from Ethiopia or Saba. The frankincense trade was at 
its height during the days of the Roman Empire. At that 
time this resin was considered as valuable as gems or pre¬ 
cious metals. The Romans burned frankincense on their al¬ 
tars and at cremations. 

^ GREEKS do not use Christmas trees or give presents at 
Christmas. A priest may throw a little cross into the village 
water to drive the kallikantzari (gremlin-like spirits) away. 
To keep them from hiding in dark, dusty corners, he goes 
from house to house sprinkling holy water.

0 IN AUSTRIA and Germany during the 17th and 18th 
centuries, the tops of evergreens were cut and hung up¬ 
side down in a living room corner. They were decorated 
with apples, nuts and strips of red paper.

Day'.ln Mexico, the poinsettia plant is called 'Flower of the 
Holy Night'.

An out¬ 
standing use for the relics is to use it in a 
pie, preferably with ham - which many 
people also have around.

"She ran well but was up against two very good 
horses in Naughty Naughty and Kim Bailey's Silver 
Gypsy who won it, so fourth was a good result. AP 
who kept her in touch on the inside was delighted 
with her and said she did everything right and will 
come on for the run." 

John's Gift making his debut over fences in the 
Vote A.P. McCoy For BBC Sports Personality Novices' 
Chase on the same card ran what Buckler described 
as'a perfect run'. 

Starting the 66/1 outsider of a field of eight, he 
made a few jumping mistakes to finish sixth. "He 
learned a lot from the race which is the main thing, 
and although he made a few mistakes the race did 
him the power of good." 


Power Lord did well on his track debut, finishing 
fifth in the Free Bets At gg.com Novices' Hurdle at 
Towcester on the same day. 

In very sticky ground the three-year-old ridden by 
Nathan Sweeney allowed the field to get away, but 
got back into it with some good jumping and was 
staying on at the end. 

"It was a promising debut,"said Buckler. "He jumped 
pretty well but for one hurdle and was staying on at 
the end, so we are quite hopeful." 

The testing ground however put paid to Ready Or 
Not, another one making his debut over fences. 
Hampered at the first when he pecked, he started to 
make an impression but eventually the ground con¬ 
ditions got the better of him and he was pulled up 
two from home. 

Mister Matt put in a decent performance at New¬ 
bury in the Powersolve Electronics Greatwood Char¬ 


ity Handicap Chase over 2 Va miles finishing a not too 
distant eighth. 

"He did OK in a high class race and will come on for 
the run," added Buckler. 

The Henley trainer hoped that racecourses would 
act sensibly about cancelling fixtures over Christmas. 

"Boxing Day is big for all of the tracks that have fix¬ 
tures, but I hope they will be sensible and think of 
everyone in making decisions about calling racing 
off early if there is no prospect. 

"Trainers up and down the country will be working 
hard to prepare horses for the races, and it will be an¬ 
noying for us all if we work flat out for no real pur¬ 
pose, particularly if cards are called off very late when 
there was no real chance it was going ahead." 

Buckler has yet to decide which of his horses will 
be running, but expects entries at Wincanton and 
Fontwell, weather permitting.
